Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-17, 1 9-20 and 28-32 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

In claim line 7, " which magnet" should be - - said magnet - - ?. 
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In claim 1 line 8, " which magnet" should be - - said magnet - -?. 
In claim 2 line 2, the limitation " at least one lower side magnet (12) is confusing 
because it is not clear that at least one lower side magnet is same as at least one 
magnet (12) being claimed in claim 1?." 

In claim 19 line 2, the limitation " at least one upper side magnet (28) is confusing 
because it is not clear that at least one upper side magnet is same as at least one 
upper side magnet (28) being claimed in claim 18?." 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Note: The applicant is responsible to review remaining claims 2-17 and 19-44 to 
make sure that a magnet being claimed in dependable claims is same magnet or 
additional magnet being claimed.

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held suspended in the distribution trough, at least over part of its length (for claims 1-17 
and 28-32) and the power supply chain has at least one magnet and said magnet can 
be held suspended in the distribution trough, at least over part of its length (for claims 
18-27 and 33-44). 

The previously listed limitation is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, 
alone or in combination.
